The senate has cononrrod in ths assem- 


bly bill which mates provisions for the 
establishment of an institution for tho 
care and framing o! idiotic ar.d feeble 
minded children. 


The bill places 820.000 In the hands of 


ths stata board of supervision with which 
ta start a home or an institution of that 
kind. 
The 
bill 
also 
provides 


that 
th'ero 
shall 
be 
at 
least 


one 
hundred 
and 
sixty 
oore3 


ot land attached to tho institution tor 
which no more than 52,000 shall be paid, 
ihe bill ajsurning that tho town or city at 
whioh the site shall be fixed, will Rive to 
the state a snllioient sum, which added to 
the 5:2,000, will make a purchase ot the 
number of acres provided for. 
Just 


where the board will locate the institu- 
tion is not njw known. There will be 
a score of applications tor the institu- 
tions regardless of the fact tbat it will be 
practically of uttlo value to any town.or 
olty. But it will be a public institution, 
and that is enough for some ambitious 
place which sets ft high value on a little 
honor. 


Two cottage buildings will likely bo 


erected as early as practicable, should 
the 
bill 
become 
a law. They 


will, 
of 
course, 
be 
modest 


in style and moderate in cost on account 
ot the smallness of the appropriation. 
But it will bo a beginning, and will pro- 
vide a home for a cumber ot idiotic and 
feeble-minded children who should not 
go to the pcor houao and whose parents 
cannot all'ordco aeud them to institutions 
in other states. 


Such an institution as tho contempbt- 


ed by this Dill will grow. According to 
the census ot 1SSU there were between 
1,700 and l.SOO idiotic suJ feeble minded 
persons in Wisconsin. The state osufas 
o£ 1SS5 did not show so many. All that 
enumerators were able to find two years 
ago, were 2GO above the ages ot 15 and 
110 under 15. But there are chances that 
this report is not correct.

Tho loss, including tho building and Ci- 


turos. Is $100,000. It is supposed to bo in- 
sured for $10,000, though this is quito doubt- 
ful, as tho insurance expired Wednesday, 
and it is not known whether it was renewed. 


A slight broezo was blowing at tho time 


from the northeast, and from tho hotol tho 
tiro aproad to adjoining buildings, consum- 
ing soroo tif won or twenty. Among thorn 
was the famous old Roman Catholic catho- 
dr,il, tho oldest structure in America, which 
is n mass of ruins; only tho baro walls and 
boll tower aro loft standing. 


Among tho buildings burned ore tho St. 


Augustino hoU)l, Edward's hotol, county 
court houso (records saved), Dr. Vocldon'a 
museum, old slave market, First National 
bank building, Bishop Moore's house, (par- 
tially destroyed), and tho famous old stone 
market. The total loss will probably roach 
$=200,000. 


LATEU, — So far two lives are roportod lost 


and it tony probably oxcood that number, as 
sovoral persons aro unaccounted for. At 
present it is impossible to estimate tho loss, 
owing to tho groat confusion Into which thu 
conflagration has thrown tho ontiro city^but 
it is placed at from $-100,000 to JSOO.OW, Tho 
flro originated near tho boiler iu the engine- 
room of tho St. Augustiao hotol.

A washout of a culvert at 3'iUotino brid^o, 
near Utico, was discovered jus: in time to 
prevent tho wreck of tho train known as tho 
"Chicago Flyer." Groat damage is boing 
done nlong tho Mohaivk river. At ono point 
tho ice is piled fifty feet high for a distance 
of 200 yards. 


BOSTON, April 13.— Tho Morrinmc river 


at Lawrence, this state, is eighteen and one- 
half foot above 1. w wetor, and nearly all tho 
mills are shut down on account of back 
water. Dispatches from Now Hampshire in- 
dicate that tho spring froshots are doing 
much damage, especially along tho Mom- 
mac and Nushua rivers. A largo number of 
mills have suspended operations. Near Bol- 
ton, N. H.. many farm houses aro flooded.

!or, tho conunissiocor of statistics, has issued 
a quarterly report of imports, exports, im- 
migration and navigation of tho United 
States, which, according to tho titlo-pAgo, 
contains also othor statistical matter. Among 
this and othor statistical matters, is a lot of 
tables showing tho consumption of spirits, 
wino and boor in tho United States and vari- 
ous foreign countries, with tho share of each 
person figured out, end ivliat tho avor.igu 
citizen expends for liquid comfort, carafuilv 
calculated. Tho country's drink bill i* (ij- 
urod at over $730,000,0011, ot which $300,OM),- 
OOOgoos to tho Jimnufiicturer, nr.d S-iOO.Oiio!- 
000 to the middlemen, maiuly tho retail deal- 
firs. 
The drinking portion of the poo- 


ulution 
i<; 
figured 
out 
at 
nbout 


one-fourth of tho total, aud the drink bill ot 
ihK fourth lias avoragod {HT..JI a year for 
the post llvo years. For tin's amount ot 
money tho averugo drinkor got 5.3 gallons of 
spirits, 41 gallons of boor, and 1.0 gallons of 
wine, altogether drinking nearly a gallon a 
wool; and paying nearly $1 per woek. 
This 


report presents thu osiimatos of persons in 
tho trade tlmt not one-touth oC thn spirits 
manufactured are used in tho arts. The Na- 
tional Wholesale Drug association estimated 
that one-half of tho spirits woro usod in tho 
arts. The estimates of dealers in ulcoiiol, 
quoted by Commissioner Swit/.lor, corre- 
sponded very closely with thoso made by 
(Jen. Kaum, while ho was commissioner o't 
internal revenue, which woro baso.I on in- 
formation from all tho internal revenue col- 
lectors in tho country. Tho temporaiiCL- organ- 
izations of tho country havo long boon try- 
ing in vain to gee congress to croato a com- 
mission to collect statistics of tho alcoholic 
liquor trnllic and consumption.

sioner Switzler has undertaken this work 
himsoif and actually performed it in a largo 
degree. Xho commissioner's tables will bu 
extensively quoted and commented upon hy 
the temperance mid religious press, nml on 
the otlier hand the papers "and orutors who 
deprocaU) inturfereiico with the saloon in- 
tcrust will donounco thoso figures ILS cookoil 
ap l)y temperance pooplo for tho:r o»pn pur- 
poses and wholly misleading, fu putting Miu 
roport out Commissioner iSivitnlei- calls s|w 
cinl attention to the tables in regard to 
liquorlcoiisumplion, products of tho fMi.irioa, 
and of trade with Cunadn.

dent's difficulties in tbo selection of a commis- 
sion to Investigate the Pacific railways do no: 
soom to havo ended -with the nominations of 
Messrs, Anderson, Fattison and Littler.

LONDON, April 13.—In the house oC com- 


n-.ons Tuasday evening Hugh Holmes, attor- 
ney general of Ireland, rosumiug tho debate 
on iho Irish criminal amendment bill, as- 
serted that not ono o£ Iho provisions o( the 
bill would interfere with tbo constitutional 
rights of tbo people of Ireland, nor infringe 
upon their public rights. Society in Ire- 
land, it must bo remembered, was wholly dis- 
organized.
